, Tbe charge of the Buildings, Furniture, and Fittings was transferred shortly after the College was 
founded from the Science and Art Department 1o the Board of Works, by whom payments under 
those heads are made. The Salaries of Officers and Professors are paid directly by the Science and 
Art Department; the total amounts paid under such heads therefore does not appear from the 
College books, but the annual charge for Professors and Officers is given in the Civil Service Esti- 
mates, No. IV Vote for Science and Art Department, Sub-head 0., the actual expenditure differing 
.only very slightly from that estimated, in respect of occasional savings, as will appear from the 
annual Appropriation Accounts published by the Auditor General. The total amount paid to 
servants from the formation of the College to the present date is 2,787/. 1 *. 7 d. including 
attendants in the Museum, which is open to the public daily. The annual expense of the College 
varies slightly, being given each year in the Civil Service Estimates just referred to. The par- 
ticulars for the present year are subjoined. r
